Bahasa Lombard (nama asli lumbaart, lumbard or 
lombard, bergantung pada ortografi; diucapkan [lu ' ba: rt] 
atau [lom 1 * bart]) ialah bahasa- milik kelompok Cisalpine 
atau Gallo-Italik, dalam bahasa RomanIni adalah 
kelompok varietas homogen yang digunakan oleh 
setidaknya 3.500.000 penutur asli di Italia Utara (sebagian 
besar Lombardia dan beberapa kawasan di daerah 
tetangga, terutama sisi timur Piemonte), Selatan Swiss 
(Kanton Ticino dan Graubiinden),® dan Brasil (Botuvera, 
Santa Catarina).^ Bahasa yang paling dekat dengan 
bahasa Lombard adalah Franco-Provengal, bahasa 
Prancis, bahasa Romania, bahasa Occitan^ 9 ^ 10 ^ , dan

ISO 639-9 Imo) is a cluster of essentially 
homogeneous varieties (Tamburelli 2014: 9) 
belonging to the Gallo-ltalic group. It is spoken in 
the Italian region of Lombardy, in the Novara 
province of Piedmont, and in Switzerland. Mutual 
intelligibility between speakers of Lombard and 
monolingual Italian speakers has been reported 
as very low (Tamburelli 2014). Although some 
Lombard varieties, Milanese in particular, enjoy a 
rather long and prestigious literary tradition, 
Lombard is now mostly used in informal domains. 
According to Ethnologue, Piedmontese and 
Lombard are spoken by between 1,600,000 and 
2,000,000 speakers and around 3,500,000 
speakers respectively. These are very high 
figures for languages that have never been 
recognised officially nor systematically taught in 
school”
